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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the references can not be 
combined because they do not deal with a polyurethan foam. Examiner considers the combinations to be proper because all references 
deal with soil or media for plant growth. Hence, one of ordinary skill would look to the references to determine the characteristics of the 
material so that it was capable of growing plants. Additionally, Applicant argues that Garrett '672 teaches away from the invention 
because it discloses that high foam concentrations retard plant growth (Remarks bottom of page 7). This disclosure is for foam with soil 
not foam in a hydroponic system. Finally, Applicant shows that the Cook reference for the range cited by the Examiner is for particulate 
size and not pore size. On review of the reference, Examiner agrees with Applicant. However, on page 2 of the reference Cook discloses 
pore sizes of 0.061 and 0.09 mm which correspond to 61 and 90 microns with a range of a factor of 2 to 10. this disclosure reads on 
Applicant's ranges. . 
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
